Washington, D. C., May 21.—[Special.}— 
Postal Inspector Fosnes today discovered 
that August W. Machen, superintendent of 
the free delivery service, was disbursing gov- 
ernment funds for the postal service without 
specific authority of law or of the postmaster 
general. Mr. Payne was greatly surprised 
when informed today that a deficit to the 
amount of $227,300 existed, that sum having 
been expended by Machen in excess of the ap- 
propriations made by congress. 

The superintendent of free delivery, who 
is now practically under suspension, author- 
ized these expenditures on his own responsi- 
bility, ignored the postmaster general in 
extending the rural free delivery and the 
city delivery sys and -disobeyed the 
positive orders of Mr. Payne, who had di- 
rected that the expenditures be kept in check 
so as to avoid a deficit. Perhaps the worst 
feature of the transaction is that the facts

Postmaster General Payne was asked what 
he proposed to do about this disobedience of 
his orders. He replied that he would not de- 
cide that question until an investigation had 
been made, and that he would not judge the 
case until he had all the facts in hand.

Not all of the glory of the victory was fairly 
earned by the new boat. If it had been there 
would have been no doubt that Reliance 
would be the next cup defender. Despite Co- 
lumbia’s {11 luck, Reliance convincingly 
showed itself to be the better boat. It beat 
Columbia nearly eight minutes in a broad 
reach of eleven miles in fluky sephyrs, one 
minute and fifteen seconds running free for 
three miles in a steady twelve knot breeze, 
and four minutes and fifteen seconds in an 
eleven mile thrash to windward in a fifteen 
knot southwester. When the Reliance 
crossed the finish line the Columbia was miles 
astern, hopelessly beaten. 

The first leg of today’s race was not a fair 
test of the merits of the two boats, but it suf- 
ficed to develop surprising drifting qualities 
in Reliance, which was supposed, until to- 
day, to be a heavy weather boat. 


Columbia Misses Breezes. . 
Columbia missed favoring zephyrs that 
had helped Reliance to beat it eight minutes 
in a drift of three hours in the first eleven 
miles, and in the windward work was ham- 
pered by an accident to the jibtopsall. Only 
once in the whole race did e 
new boat. 
Winds Are Fickle. 
When half of the first leg had been sailed, 
and two ho after the start, Reliance 
caught a light air and moved away, while 
‘Columbia still drifted and gradually dropped 
astern until Reliance was leading it by 
nearly three miles. The breeze freshened 
and Reliance romped away for the first turn 
at an eight knot clip, but Columbia did not 
feel the increased wind until fifteen minutes 
later. Then it began to gain and in halt 
fan hour’s sailing had cut Reliance’s lead 


Herreshoff took the wheel on Reliance as 
the boat approached the first turn. It was 
then heeling to a freshening breeze that was 
beginning to kick up little white caps, and 
there was a white feather of foam under the 
lee bow. Columbia was 5 foot by foot, 
“@iptains of the. follo fleet of steam 
yachts ‘were jingling belis for more speed 
and for the first time in the day the race, 
though still a procession, was exciting. 

Once filled away on the three mile run 
across the sound, Reliance caught a stiff 
puff from the thwest and put its rail 
down into the smother, and rolled out the 
polished bronze bilge. 


Reliance Gains on Tug. 

It was half way across to the next turn be- 
fore Columbia had circled about the first. 
The tug Unique, carrying the mark which 
was to be set for the second turn, had started 
a mile ahead of Reliance and the captain was 
driving it for all the speed it had, but Re- 
liance was overhauling it so rapidly that it 
was a question whether it could run off the 
three miles and drop the mark before Re- 
liance overtook the tug. It barely accom- 
plished the feat. 

Reliance covered the three miles in 13 min- 
utes and 50 seconds; Columbia in 15 minutes 
and 5 seconds, having lost 1 minute and 15 
seconds in the three miles. Reliance was 
outsailing it nearly thirty seconds to the 
mile, and that ih a rattling breeze. 

With lee rail awash and pointing high into 
the wind Reliance stretched away for the 
finish line at a splendid clip, earrying a 
“bone in ite teeth and a lengthening frill 
of foam along the lee. Columbia was two 
miles astern. 


_ Defeated Boat Three Miles Away. 

The fleet was scurrying for the starting 
line, and the regatta committee hoat barely 
reached there in time to greet the new boat’s 
victory with ear splitting sirens. Columbia 
was a good three miles to leeward, but hang- 
ing on gamely. 

Reliance, Columbia, and Constitution will 
race off Glen Cove on Saturday if Constitu- 
tion is out of the dry dock in time. If not 
Reliance and Columbia will sail the race.

MURDER PRISONER DIES OF

From the man’s an- 
Wers the police decided that he was im- 
plicated in the death of Dabner, and he was 
booked on a charge of murder. 

An hour after Simme had been locked up 
Lockupkeeper Moriarity heard groans from 
the. tier of cells in which he was confined 
and, investigating, found Simms lying on the 
floor of his cell groaning and trembling as 
if in fright. 

Moriarity was unable to induce him to talk

Philadelphia, Pa., May 21.—[Special.]—The 
right of way of the Pennsylvania railroad 
tonight is marked by hundreds of miles of 
demolished telegraph poles and thousands 
of miles of tangled and twisted wire. 


States Circuit court, signed today, the rail- 
road company began the work of removing 
the Western Union Telegraph company’s 
lines from its entire. n east of Pitts- 
burg. 

The order of. the court involves the de- 
struction of; 25,000 miles of telegraph wire 
and 20,000 poles. Hundreds of towns are 
without telegraphic service. 

As. soon as Judge Buffington signed the 
order special trains carrying thousands of 


.gection hands were started from every di- 


vision point. The poles were chopped down, 
and in many instances cut up and burned, as 
they could not be otherwise disposed of 
rapidly. In many cases locomotives were at- 
tached to the poles and tangled wires and 
they were piled up in great masses. In other 
eases the poles and tangled wires were 
dumped unceremoniously into neighboring 
fields. 

Telegrams received tonight show that the

Miles of Wire Destroyed. 

A @ispatch from Atlantic City says the 
demolition had begun between Resort and 
Camden. Tangled wires and polen in a short 
time covered the ground a8 far as Absecon, 
a distance of seven miles. 

From Woodbury, N. J., which is on the 
Cape May division, comes the news that forty 
men began cutting poles and wires shortly 
after 6 o'clock tonight. The men were ex- 
pected to keep at it ali night. 

At several points in Pennsylvania comes 
the news of the onslaught on the poles. 
Along the Cumberland Valley line, from 
Chambersburg to Harrisburg, the attack was 
pushed steadily. The poles with all the wires 
attached were thrown over the fences into 
fields as fast as cut down. 


y Huntingdon Nearly Isolated. 

Tonight the work had gone as far as 
Waynesburg Junction, with no action taken 
by the telegraph company. 

After one hour’s chopping hear Hunting- 
don but two wires out of twenty-seven were 
running into the Western Union office at that 
point. Lewistown was isolated as far as the 
Western Union was concerned. After three 
hours’ work there was nothing but a twisted 
mass of wires for miles. It will be several 
days before telegraphic service can be re- 
established at Huntingdon, 

From Coatsville and other points it is 
stated the cutting is going on with great 
activity, ‘and it is to be to the 
whole Pennsylvania system. 


Pole Chopper Fatally Hurt. 

Every pole between Harrisburg and Lewis- 
town is down. On all the branches of the 
road between Altoona and Pittsburg they 
are being rapidly cut away. 
way, a lineman, was struck on the head with 
an ax while cutting poles near here tonight 
and he is dying at the Altoona hospital from 
the injuries received. 


Light Wires Go with Others. 

Between Pittsburg and East Pittsburg, on 
the main line, the poles carried not only the 
wires of the Western Union company, but 
also the wires of the Monongahela Light and 
Power company, which supplies the lighting 
service for Wilkinsburg, Edgewood, Swiss- 
vale, and other boroughs on the road. The 
consequence of this was that when darkness 
came the light company, which is owned by 
the Philadelphia company, discovered that 
it was without a lime of current to these 
points. 

In Harrisburg the work of destruction was 
practically complete before nightfall. The 
Western Union lost all connections along its 
main line west. | 

Dispatches from New Jersey show that all 
poles are down between yton and Camden. 

Several days will be required to complete 
the work of demolition. 


Not Involved West of Pittsburg. _ 
Western Union lines west of Pittsburg, 
along the Penneylvania’s right of way, are 
not affected by the order of the court, as they 
are operated under a separate contract. 


Marks End of Long Fight. 
Today's wholesale work of destruction 
marks the end of a bitterly contested legal 
battle between the Pennsylvania and the 
Western Union.

Miss Hinman has broken down from nerv- 
ous prostration. Patterson was in the army 
hospital service in Cuba during the Spanish 
war.

“We will charge a low rate of interest 
and stick to legitimate brokerage business, 
simply aiming to give the bettors an op- 
portunity to turn their jewelry or watches 
into cash. The bookmakers won't bet five 
watches to two, and the man who has a good 
thing’ in the last race and is broke will ap- 
preciate our innovation.”

RAILROADS FEEL 
LABOR’S UNREST. 


Freight Handlers Present De- 
mands to All Companies 
in Chieago and Set 
Time for Reply. 


RUMBLE AT STOCKYARDS, 


One Hopeful Sign of the Day Is 
an Agreement by Whaole- 
salers and Employes 
to Arbitrate. 


Raitway freight handlers and stockyafia 
laborers moved into the Industrial limelight 
yesterday. 

The railroad managers of the various sym 
tems centering in Chicago have under con- 
sideration a demand for a wage increase 
from the freight handlers in their employ. 
Should the matter not be adjusted before 
June 1 a serious labor controversy: may re- 
sult. The belief is generallyiexpressed that 
an amicable arrangement will be made. 

The freight handlers have been holding 
conferences with the representatives of three 


» large wholesale house over a working agree- 


ment, and yesterday afternoon both sides 
agreed to leave all the questions in dispute 
to an arbitration board for adjustment. 

In the stockyards the common laborers 
threaten to go but on Monday unless their 
demands for $2 a day wages are granted. 
The freight handlers in the sheds: of the 
railrdad companies at the yards have become 
restive and want some marked concessions 
in wages and hours. 


Day’s Developments in Labor» 

Other developments in the local labor site 
uation yesterday were as follows: 

Employés of the People’s Gaslight and Coke com- 
pany were requested to join in the strike of the 
gas workers. About 600 did so. 

Officials of the Chicago Federation of Labor 
were informed that all the plants of the Inter

Consent to Arbitration. 

One hopeful sign of the day was the freight 
handlers’ settlement with three large whole- 
sale houses, Two weeks ago the union met 
and framed new wage and hour schedules 
for both the merchants and the ratiroads, 
These were handed to the companies con- 
cerned by committees of their respective em- 
ployés. The wholesale houses were the first 
to open and complete negotiations. 

The houses affected directly were Mar- 
shall Field & Co., Carson, Pirie Scott & Co., 
and the J. V. Farwell company. They ap- 
pointed representatives to meet with Presi- 
dent Larry Curran and the executive 
committee of the union. For- a time the 


freight handlers were obdurate, and would 
listen to nothing but a flat acceptange of their 
demands for a 25 per cent wage increase and 


a nine hour day. Attorney Clarence . Dar- 
row, who acted as their adviser, finally stic- 
ceeded in getting them to agree to arbitra- 


tion. 
of the Agreement. 

An agreement providing for this method of 
settlement was drawn up in the afternoon 
and reads in part as follows: 

“That the demands set forth by the interior 
freight handlers and warehousemen, as em- 
bodied in their written demands, a copy of 
whichis hereto attached, and any and all dif- 
ferences between the interior freight han- 
dlers and warehousemen and said houses, 
shall me submitted in their entirety, and as 
a whole, to a board of arbitration. The deci- 
sion and conclusion of this board shall be, and 
become, final and binding for such a period 
of time as said arbitration board may deter- 
mine, which decision and conclusion each of 
the parties hereto agrees to be bound by.” 

The other clauses of the agreement pro- 
vide that all wage increases granted shall be 
put into effect on June 1, 1908, no matter 
when the board may hand down its decision, 
They also provide that there shall be no dis- 
crimination against members of a union while 
the board is in session. 

The railroad managers were pleased to hear 
of the settlement. They will now open active 
negotiations with their employés and try to 
arrange a series of peace conferences, These 
probably will begin early next week. 

Demands Made on Railroads,

lines. Our union has been in existence for 
over a year and deserves consideration as 6 
business proposition.” 

Fear Unions Will 

The railroad managers look askapee at ar- 
bittatlon, for of late the labor unions have 
not been willing to ive up to awards that 
are against them. The roads are public car- 
riers and demand that they be given some 
guaranty that an agreement with the freight 
handlers’ union be kept inviolate: If this 
can be furnished by the men the managers 
may accept arbitration. 

As yet the situation is not serious,” sald 
F. A. Delano, general manager of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy road. We 
received the demands of the men and wers 
told to consider them. We asked when we 
could treat with the committees who visited 
us, and were toid that other bodies would

| St. Paul Men Get More Pey. 
The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
road gave its trainmen an increase in wages 
that will add $300,000 a year to its pay roll. 
The negotiations for the men were carried 
on by the Brotherhood of Railroad Train- 
men. The company gives the employés in 
its passenger service a 12 per cent increase 
over the present wages, which run from $90 
to $125 a month for conductors and from $45 
to $60 a month for brakemen. Those in the 
freight service get a ralse of 15 per cent over 
the present rates of 8 cents a mile for con- 
. ductors and 2% cents for brakemen. 
The demands of the men were based on the 
increase in the cost of living and rapid ex- 
pansion of business. The men declared their 
old rate of wages was made when trains 
were small and traffle light. Since then, they 
aseert, their work has almost doubled. 
Leborers’ Action a Surprise. 
The shift of the labor storm from the down- 
town district to the Union stockyards was 
unexpected. The laborers there are unor- 
ganized and have no recognized leader. 

President Donnelly of the butchers, by per- 
sonal pleas, succeeded in getting the men to 
remain at work, and on Monday he will meet 

representatives of five of the largest firms and

Union Pacific Strike Ends. 

New York, May 21.—[Special.]—The ad- 
justment of the troubles between the Union 
Pacific railroad and its striking boilermakers 
was practically completed today at a con- 
ference between President Burt and repre- 
sentatives of the shopmen. Both sides made 
concessions. Grand President McNeil oi the 
Brotherhood of Boilermakers said the com- 
pany had agreed to take back all boilermak- 
ers who went on strike and that an increase 
of wages was granted. 

Plan Employment Bureau. 

Cincinnati, O., May 21.—District officials of 
the National Metal Trades association are 
meeting to discuss the organizaton by the 
various locals of the asgociation of a labor 
bureau similar to the one now in operation 
in this city, and the building upof a national 
institution from these organizations. By the 
plan the bureau will give any member the 
names of workmen to fill vacancies. The 
bureau looks after the interests of the men in 
the shops of its members. Any grievance 
which a man may have he can refer to the 
bureau. If workingmen desire to change 
places of employment they can do so, and 
such places as are available will be placed at 
their disposal. At the same time, the em- 
ployers will be protected, and men ready to 
take the places of those who leave will be 
on hand. 


Labor Notes. 

The Switchmen’s Union of North de- 
voted its session at Indianapolis, Ind., yesterday 
to questions relative to changes in the constitu- 
tion and bylaws. No important move was made. 

It was announced yesterday at St. Paul, Minn., 
that thé Great Northern Express company has 
voluntarily increased the wages of its messen- 
gers 12% percent, The increase is to date from 
March 1 last. 

The operatives at the spinning mill of the Winola 
Worsted Yarn company at Tunkhannock, Pa., 
went out on strike yesterday, having received no 
reply to their demand for higher wages. They 
will organize a union tomorrow night. 

The employés of the Willow River Lumber com- 

' ‘pany at New Richmond, Wis., are on strike, and 
both saw and planing mills have been shut down. 
It is one of the largest plants in northern Wis- 
consin and has been running night and day. 

The strike of the carpenters at Baltimore, Md., is 
practically over. Today there were only thirty 
men idle out of several hundred who struck. 
About 200 men went back this morning. They 
are only working for the builders who give 
$8 and eight hours.

BEATEN BY A CONSTABLE. 


COUNTERS OFFICER OF THE LAW. 


Polish Woman’s Humble Abode In- 
vaded by Writ Server, Whe Throws 
Out the Furniture and Then Deliv- 
ers a Blow Upon Her Head with His 
Revolver—Victim Taken to County 
Hospital and Assailant Disappears, 
His Name Being Unknown. 


‘Beaten over the head with a revolver until 
she fell unconscious to the floor, Mrs. Vic- 
toria Glowinski, 654 Dickson street, was 
taken to the county hospital last night in 
a serious condition. Her assailant, a con- 
stable who had tried to evict her from her 
rooms, escaped and left the woman to her 
fate. The police of the West Chicago avenue 
station are searching for him. 

The constable went to the residence in the 
basement of the building at 9 o’clock in the 
morning, making sure of avoiding an en- 
counter with the husband, Joseph Glowin- 
ski, who was away at that hour. The offi- 
cer handed the woman a writ of eviction 
signed by Justice John C. Richardson and 
secured at the instance of C. E. Rollins Jr., 
145 Ashland boulevard, owner of the prop- 
erty. The constable said: 

Tou owe $12 for three months’ rent, and 
have got to get out of here —— quick.” 


Throws Property Into Street. 

Mrs. Glowinski is said to have asked time 
to dress her two small children, two others 
having been prepared for school. According 
to the woman’s story the constable refused, 
and began throwing the household effects 
into the street. Chairs, tables, pictures, and 
bedding followed in a steady stream, and 
soon the sidewalk was blockaded with the 
property of the Polish family. Crying and 
protesting in the foreign tongue, Mrs. Glo- 
winski was still unable to stop the destruc- 
tion of her property. 

She sought refuge in the chamber where 
her son Leonard, 8 years old, had cried out 
in terror at the commotion, and had hidden 
himself under the clothing. While she was 
trying to calm the little one’s fears and pre- 
pare him for the departure which all must 
soon make the constable is said to have en- 
tered the room and shouted: 

“Get out of heré now. I want to finish 
the job.”” | 

Pleas and protestations fell on unheeding 
ears. At last Mrs. Glowinski snatched her 
child to her breast and refused to move. 
When the constable attempted to force her 
outside the door she struggled in his grasp. 


Heavy Blow on Her Head. 

At that the “ officer of the law dealt her a 
blow on the head with the butt of his revolver, 
and that was all Mrs. Glowinski remembered. 
When she recovered consciousness neighbors, 
who had seen the constable running from the 
house, were bending over her and dressing 
her wound. 

A little later the dazed mother took her 
child outside and there, with her three other 
children, sat on the curb to awalt the arrival 
of the husband and father. Dora, the eldest, 
11 years old, tried to comfort her mother; 
Michael, 8 years old, and Rudolph, 7, played 
about the street unconscious of the fall in 
their fortunes. 

When Glowinski returned from his work 
at noon he found family and household goods 
at the curb. He learned what had happened 
and set out to find the constable, yowing ven- 
geance for the injury to his wife. His search 
was unavailing, and he returned and notified 
the police at the West Chicago avenue sta- 
tion, who sent an ambulance to take the in- 
jured woman to the hospital. 


Fear of an Ambulance. 


Mrs, Glowinski filed when she saw the police 
ambulance. Only a few months ago she and 
her husband came from Europe, and she was 
not used to American police, The ambulance 
surgeon could make no examination of the 
wounds, and so returned to the station. He 
was summoned again at 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing, for Mrs. Glowinski had become so weak 
that she had fallen unconscious in the house, 
whither she had returned at the suggestion of 
the police, as the eviction had not been com- 

leted. 
his time the woman was taken to the coun- 
ty hospital, where an examination showed 
her injuries to be dangerous. | 


Constable Not Located. 


Telling the story laboriously through an 
interpreter at the West Chicago avenue po- 
lice station, Glowinski said the constable 
was short, slim, and wore a gray beard.

Father Dorney, in Preaching Over the 
Body of Patrick Barrett, Blames the 
Police for Not Raiding Resorts 
Where Evildoers Congregate and 
Also Depleres the Leniency of the 
Parole System—Judges Too 8

When a murder is committed in Chicago 
do the police look for its perpetrators among 
the homes of those who have heretofore 
borne good reputations? Any one conver- 
sant with police work wil reply that it is 
in the opium dens, in the saloons, and in the 
haunts of thieves that te fugitves are 
sought for and found. 

And in this relation there occurs to me 
a question which I never have been able to 
solve. Why is it that the authorites, know- 
ing of the existence of these rendezvous, fail 
to act in clearing them out and arresting the 
inmates?” 

In a funeral sermon over a murdered man 
the Rev. Father Maurice Dorney of St. 
Gabriel's Roman Catholic church yesterday 
afternoon propounded the foregoing ques- 
tion. Then he went on to denounce the in- 
determinate sentence act and indiscrimnate 
paroling of prisoners in Witnois. He also de- 
plored the general Chicago custom of carry- 
ing concealed weapons. : 


Lesson in Barrett Murder. 

The man at whose funeral Father Dorney 
discussed these matters was Patrick Barrett, 
one of the St. Gabriel loners who was 
killed in his own saloon, 4216 Wallace street, 
Monday night. The police have since ar- 
rested two men for another midnight crime 
who are believed also to have been impli- 
cated in the Barrett murder. 

When I heard of the murder of Patrick 
Barrett last Tuesday.“ said Father Dorney, 
“and had been told a few of the details I 
at once declared that the assailants did not 
live in my parish. 

No,“ replied the police officer to whom 
I had addressed my remark. They will be 


found in the vicinity of Thirty-third and 


Wallace streets, Thirty-seventh street and 
Lowe avenue, or in the Twenty-second street 
district.’ 

Then you know where these criminais 
congregate, and, having knowledge of their 
dangerous characteristics, you allow them 
to thrive undisturbed in their own chosen 
haunts?’ I asked. But the policeman pre- 
tended not to hear. 


Parole System a Menace. 

“What surprises me is that the authori- 
ties have not awakened long ago to the state 
of affairs they now face. The paroled con- 
vict who has been released short of the full 
term of sentence on which he was commit- 
ted is today our most dangerous enemy. 

It the class of men I speak of had turned 
the trades they learned in jail yards to good 
advantage, and had abandoned the lock step 
for the honest walks of life, a different deduc- 
tion might be made. 

But when these convicts show no sign of 
reform, walk the streets in the dead of 
night with revolvers in their pockets, and 
have kits of burglar tools concealed in their 
rooms, I think it is time to begin a crusade 
against them and the places which harbor 
them and connive at their crimes. I ven- 
ture to say that there is not a policeman on 
the city force but knows of more than twenty 
men who carry concealed weapons without 
anz license. This should be stopped. 

Does the criminal, tried, convicted, and 
sentenced, deserve the sympathy that is too 
freely accorded him? The appeal of mother 
or relative in his behalf is often a strong 
one and apt to have its effect, but there is 
the greater interest at stake—the interests 
of the public, the interests of justice, the 
interest of the effect it will have upon pos- 


terity.”’ 

James Sammons and Stephen Kelleher have 
been identified as two of three men who held 
up Ald. Wendling and shot Police Sergeant 
Miller last Monday night. They also are 
suspected of the murder of oonkeeper 
Patrick Barrett. Both Samoons and Kelle- 
her are locked up at the Twenty-second street 
police station, and Inspector Lavin says the 
third man will be arrested soon. 

Sammons, who was arrested W 
evening, was taken to Mercy hospital yester- 


day, where Sergt. Miller identified him, as 


he had Kelleher the day before. 

Sammons was arrested on information fur- 
nished by Paul Rust, a bartender at 2118 
State street, According to the bartender 
Sammons, revolver in hand, ran into the 
saloon shortly after the shooting of Sergt. 
Miller and asked him if Kelleher had been 
there, Later he was joined by Kelleher. 


Car Inspector Crushed to Death.

commission will inspect the quality and con- 
dition of milk from the time it leaves the 
country dairies until it reaches the con- 
sumer. The plans of the commission con- 
template that every pint of milk sold in Chi- 
cago shall bear the seal of the commission. 

The committee is composed of Mrs. George 
W. Plummer of the Chicago Woman’s-club, 
chairman; Dr. I. N. Abt, J. R. Bowman, Ira 
J. Mix, dairymen; President E. M. Barton 
of the Western Electric company, and Mrs. 
George M. Moulton. This committee favors 
two deliveries of milk a day. 


Urge Double Shift of Drivers. 

Many of the settlement workers and club 
women said the dealers could overcome the 
difficulty with the union by putting two shifts 
of men to work. 

The dealers should put on two sets of 
men a day,“ declared Mrs. Harriet M. Van 
der Vaart of Neighborhood house. I have 
always felt sorry for the drivers. They have 
to go to work shortly after midnight. Two 
daily deliveries are imperative if public 
health is to be protected.“ 

** I can see no reason why the dealers should 
not employ two sets of men,” said Miss Jane 
Addams of Hull house. “ At present thereis 
no system in the delivery of milk. The routes 
cross and recross one another. Two deliv- 
eries should by all means be made each day 
during the summer months.“ 


Attacks Quality of Milk. 

“I am not satisfied with the milk I re- 
ceive at my house,“ said Mrs. D. W. Gra- 
ham of the West End Woman's club. “If 
with an unlimited supply of ice, and every 
facility for preserving milk, we are unable 
to keep it from souring, I do not see what 
the people of the Ghetto and the tenements 
can do, without ice chests or other facilities. 
It seems to me the dealers can afford to 
put on two shifts of men.” F 

“Milk stations ought to be established 
throughout the settlement distriets,“ urged 
Mrs. Charles M. Henrotin, so the children 
of these districts will not be obliged to depend 
on the regular milk delivery. There should 
be two deliveries a day and the disburse- 
ment of milk should be better systematized 
than at present.“ 

Mrs. J. H. Kaufman of the Chicago Wom- 
an's club said the different women's clubs 
ought to take up the cry of the suffering 
infants. 

“I heartily indorse what Tun Trisune 
said this morning,” said Mrs. Kaufman, 
that something must be done at once to 
insure two milk deliveries a day, particu- 
larly in the poorer districts, where there are 
no facilities at hand to preserve the milk. 


Settlement to Distribute Milk. 


W. A. Hamilton of the Northwestern Unt. 
versity settlement said: 

“Milk drawn from cows last night is 
brought into the city over the railroads be- 
tween 5 and 6 o'clock this morning. Milk 
received at noon is not delivered until the 
next day. It is not true that the milk for- 
merly delivered in the afternoon was the 
same that was received in the morning. It 
was milk received on the raflroads at noon. 

“We expect to begin to distribute milk 
trom the settlement on May 27. Three years 
ago, through the efforts of Dr. Frank W. 
Reilly of the health department, we took up 
this work and it has been wonderfully suc- 
cessful. Dr. M. Sahud, who has given it 
much attention, says we saved many babies 
last year by our two deliveries of pure milk.“ 


Views of Big Dealers. 
J. H. Marsh, superintendent of Borden's 
Condensed Milk company, which supplies 
12,000 customers in Chicago, believes that 
two deliveries a day could be arranged with- 
out entailing any hardship on the drivers if 
the union would consent to the arrangement. 
“ Our drivers go to work at 3 o’clock in the 
morning.“ said he. Most them are 
through by 9:30. Why can’t they call twice 
at such houses on their routes where a sec- 
ond delivery is desirable? They could, but 
the union won't allow it. It is not necessary 
to put on a seeond shift.” 
President J. R. Bowman of the Bowman 
Dairy company sald that few of his customers 
had complained because they could not get 
milk delivered in the afternoon. 


Drivers’ Union Stands Firm. 

But in spite of all the sentiment in favor 
of two deliveries a day, the Milk Wagon 
Drivers’ union femains steadfast in Re. pars 

to adhere to the present system. 

1 don't believe any fair minded man 
thinks an extra delivery “of milk a day is 
due him,” said President W. A. Neer of the 
union. Why is it that no other large city 
has more than one delivery each day? In 
New York, Philadelphia, St. Louis, and 
many other cities they deliver milk but once 
a day, and in New York the city ordinance 
compels the delivery wagons to be off the 
street by 10 a. m. * 

Do the people know that if the milkman 
made two deliveries daily they would get 
just the same milk they got under one de- 
livery? There is only one shipment of milk 
| to the city each day. Further, at the pres- 
ent price of milk dealers cannot afford to 
pay two sets of drivers. If that plan were 
to be carried out the consumer would have 
to pay at least 10 cents a quart for milk.“ 


Small Dealers Indorse Drivers. 

The Milk Dealers’ association, with a mem- 
bership of 1,500 small dealers, met last night 
at 3000 Wentworth avenue and reasserted its 
determination to stand by the drivers’ union. 
A. Richardson, A. Stevens, J. J. Sweeney, and 
others spoke in support of the position taken 
by the drivers. President J. A. Dietzig of the 
dealers blamed Hull house for the agitation

CROATIAN REVOLT 


‘Sent to Hold City of Agram

Long Standing Race Hatred Be-

VIENNA, May 21.—The Hungarian gov- 

ernment ie confronted with 4 serious revolt 
in Croatia. The city of Agram has been oc- 
cupied by four regiments of infantry, sup- 
ported by artillery, and fully equipped -for 
war. Military rule hasbeen proclaimed, and 
the principal streets are closed by cordons 


thrown into prison. The troops and peasants 
have been in conflict at several points. 

The observance at Agram yesterday of the 
anniversary of the death of Jelfacthich von 
Busim, the former ban of Croatia, culminat- 
ed in a conflict with the police, who at- 
tacked the crowde with .sabers, wounding 
many persons, and making 880 arrests. 

At Buccari and Meja thousands of péasants 
attempted to destroy the railroad in order 
to prev the arrival of troops. They tore 
up the rails at five different points, and when 
the military arrived the peasants pelted 
them with stones, injuring several sokiiers. 
The retaliated by shooting and bay- 
oneting many of the peasants. 


Dus to Race Hatred. 

The disturbances in Croatia are primarily 
due to the long standing race hatred between 
‘the Blavs and the Magyars. The present out- 
break has two main sources. First, the gen- 
eral discontent of the peasantry arising from 
the extreme poverty prevailing everywhere 
and from the fact that the peasants are on 
the verge of famine. Second, the indignation 
aroused by the alleged tyrannical rule ot 
Count Khun Hedervary, the present ban of 


Croatia. 
The Croatians attribute much of their pov- 


erty to the financial methods of the Hun- 
garian government, which is accused ‘of 
drawing from Croatia money in excess of its 
legal proportion of the taxes, in spite of the 
protests of the inhabitants. 
The recent attempts made to Introduce the 
Magyar language in Croatia has especially 
aroused popular indignation. The Hunga- 
rian-Croatian ausgleich of 1868 expressly 
provided that Croatian should be the official 
language of Croatia in all affairs with Hun- 
gary, but now the Hungarian government is 
placing the Hungarian coat of arms on the 
Croatian railroad stations, official buildings, 
letter boxes, and elsewhere, thereby occa- 
sioning riots at Agram and other tewns, as 
since the riots of 1883 the combined Hun- 
garian and Croatian emblems had been 
up to the present. 

List of Croatian Grievances. - 
The Croatians declare that there is abso- 
lutely no liberty of the press. The people 
“have not the right to hold public meetings, 
not even at election time, and the govern- 
ment is accused of absolugely controlling the 


elections. In support of this accusation it 
is pointed out that in spite of the anti-Hun- 


garian sentiment throughout the country 
fifty-four,of the eighty-eight deputies in the 
Croatian diet are supporters of Hungary. 

Only 3 per cent of the population Is allowed 
to vote and many opposition voters and even 
opposition candidates have been imprisoned 
on the eve of election. 

The present agitation covers the entire 
country, from Essegg in the east, to the dis- 
tricts on the Adriatic coast. In the districts 
around Kreutz the disturbances have a so- 
cialistic origin. In the towns of the Agram 
district generally the language question is 
the principal cause of the trouble. In the 
coast districts the hatred of public officials 
has caused the outbreaks. 


Governor Is Detested. 


Count Khuen Hedervary, who has been 
ban of Croatia for twenty years, is the ob- 
ject of special detestation on the part of the 
Croatians. His repressive measures have 
created much bitterness among his fellow- 
countrymen, 

Since the Hungarian government is em- 
ploying strong military forces to quell the 
disturbances, it is probable that order in 
Croatia will be restored, but the situation is 
largely dependent on the political situation 
at Buda-Pesth.

We come here today to lay a corner stone 
that is to call to mind the greatest single 
pioneering feat on this continent—the voyage 
across the continent by Lewis and Clark, 
which rounded out the ripe statesmanship 
of Jefferson and his fellows by giving to the 
United States all of the domain between the 
Mississippi and the Pacific. 

Following their advent came the reign ot 
the fur trader, and then some sixty years ago 
those entered in whose children and chil- 
dren’s children were to possess the land, 
Across the continent in the early forties came 
the ox drawn, white topped wagons bearing 
the pioneers, the stalwart, sturdy, sunburnt 
men with their wives and little ones, whe 
entered into this country to possess it. 

“ I speak to the men of the Pacific slope, to 
the men whose predecessors gave us this 
region because they were not afraid, because 
they did not seek the life ot ease and safety, 
because their life training was not to shrink 
from obstacles, but to meet and overcome 
them. And now I ask that this nation go 
‘forward as it has gone forward in the past. 
I ask that it shape its life in accordance with 
the highest ideals. I ask that we govern the 
Phflippines primarily in the interest of the 
people of the islands.

There is a’ United States of Colombia, a 
United States of Brazil, and a United States 
of Mexico, known in each case by: the final 
word, their citizens being Colombians, Bra- 
zilians, and Mexicans. Each one of these 
nations can legitimately. claim its citizens 
are citizens of some United States, but no: 
nation on this hemisphere can claim to ae 
American so far as its international rela 
tions are concerned. 


This nation is constitutionally. and of 


cially known as the United States of Amer- 
ica. It makes no difference that America 
happens to be the name of a continent, but. 
our citizens are Americans by the same anal- 
ogy which makes the others Brazilians and 
Mexicans. The people of Canada cannot 
read the word America into their title, be- 
cause it is not recognized in their constitution 
or in any of their legal documents.

restricted by all nations to citizens of the 
United States of America. 


WANTS OKLAHOMA AS A STATE. 


Secretary of Interior Hitchcock Says 
Territory Is Fully Capable of 
Union. 


Washington, D. C., May 21.—Secretary 
Hitchcock returned to the interior depart- 
ment today after a tour of inspection in’ 
Indian Territory and Oklahoma. “I am 
delighted with all that I Saw.“ said the secre- 

“I for nd both territories populated 
by an intelligent and progressive people and 
the population rapidly growing in both in- 
stances.” 

Secretary Hitchcock took positive ground 
against the consolidation of the two terri- 
tories and their admission as one state. 
“The people of Oklahoma,” he said, are 
entitled to immediate statehood, and there 
should be no delay in the admission of that 
territory with its present boundaries. The 
territory has the popplation and the wealth 
to make it a first class state. 

Indian Territory has the population and 
the natural resources to make a fine state 
alone some day. The Indians do not desire 
the union.

Replies to Criticism of Postmaster Gen- | 
7eral—Tells of His Reports and 
How Shortage Came, 


Washington, D. C., May 21.—Supt. Machen, 
when told tonight that the postmaster gen- 
eral had criticised him for the free delivery 
deficit, declared there had been no intention 
on his part to deceive his departmental 
superiors. He said: “I forwarded to Mr. 
Wynne at the close of April a statement of 
the deficit then existing. Those figures were 
on routes already established. The figures 
for routes to be established May 1 and May 
15 and June 1 and June 15 had not been then 
put on the books by the bookkeeper.

GREENBERG LOSES HIS SUIT: 
ORDERED TO FILE NEW BOND. 


Judge Carter Decides the Constable Is 
Without Right of Appeal, as Public 
Must Be Protected. 


Judge Carter yesterday deeided that Con- 
stable Louis Greenberg is not entitled to an 
appeal from the judgment of his court that 
the constable's bond is defective. He direct- 
ed that an order be entered requiring Green- 
berg to file a new bond for $10,000 with the 
county clerk within ten days. The court's 
ruling was that the proceeding before him 
was not an ordinary suit at law, and that an 
appeal would be contrary to public policy. , 
In passing upon the question at issue Judge 
Carter said:. This respondent is entitled 
to have all his interests protected, but the 
public has rights in this matter as well as 
he, and it is not a violent presumption to 
assume that in some cases in this city it 
would be easy for the county clerk in taking 
a bond to approve one absolutely worthless. 


In fact, I have known that to be done in the 
last two years as 


to several ‘constables’ 
bonds. 
“The bondsmen who scheduled property 
forged other men’s names, and this was done 
without any fault on the part of the clerk. 


In such a case, if, when the constable was 


called upon to give a satisfactory bond, he 
could appeal by giving a mere cost bond to 
the Circuit or Appellate court, and perhaps 
even to the Supreme court, the public would 
be left without protection for the acts of the 
constable pending the settlement of the ap- 


al.

Let not the church falter and blush for 
her doctrines. Let her not tu and g0 
down the hill of knowledge to p her 
position in the valley of ignorance. Let her 
go up the hill, welcoming every wider out- 
look, rejoicing in every new discovery, gath- 
ering from evidences of the truths Which 
man must believe concerning God, and new 
e to the duties which God requires 
of men. 


Put Emphasis Where It Belongs. 
But in doing this we must be caréful } 
to put the emphasis of our preaching today 
where it belongs, where Christ puts it, on 
the doctrines that are most important to 
human life and happiness. We can afford 
to let the fine metaphysical distinctions of 
theology rest for.a while and throw all eur 
force on the central, fundamental truths 
which give steadiness, and courage, and 
cheer to the hearts of men. J will not ad- 
mit that it makes no difference to a man 
of this age whether or not he believes in 
the personal God and the divine Christ. If 
he really believes, it makes all thelifference 
between spiritual strength and spiritual 
weakness, between optimism and pessimism. 
I will not admit that it makes no difference 
to a learned scholar or a simple laborer 
today whether he accepts or ignores the 
doctrine gf the atonement—the doctrine of 

I ortality. If he knows that 
Christ died for him—that there is a future 
| beyond the graye—it makes all the differ- 
ence between despair and hope, between 
misery and consolation, between the help- 
less fraility of a being that is puffed out 
like a candle and the joyful power of an 
endless life. 

My brethren, we must work and pray 
for a true revival of Christian doctrine in 
our age. We must deepen our own hold upon 
the truths which Christ has taught us. But 
most of all we must keep them in close and 
living touch with the problems of daily duty 
and experfence. For no doctrine, however 
high, however true, can make men happy 
until it is translated into life.

MOTHER THINKS SON MURDERED 


Mrs. Kennedy Says Supposed Suicide 
Was Killed by Thieves Who Feared 
He Would Reveal Their Secrets.

Fifty of the public school buildings are 
supplied with drinking water, which is pro- 
nounced pure, from the Chicago avenue four 
mile erib.

The vaults and strong rooms of the bank 
are of vast extent, arranged in cloister like 
avenues, and contain not merely the se- 
curities and title deeds but in many in- 
stances the plate and the family jewels of 
the oldest and grandest houses of the Euro- 
pean aristocracy. More than this—there are 
many papers containing great state secrets 
that have been lying for years in the vauits 
of the bank, among others all the documents 
relating to the secret marriage of King 
George IV. with Mrs. Fitzherbert, of King 
William IV. with tthe Hanoverian Baroness 
von Linsingen, and of other invalid unions 
ot members of the reigning house. It is 
there, too, that lies concealed in a strong 
box the Rey to the mysterious tragedy by 
which the late duke of Aumale as a mere 
lad became possessed of the palace of Chan- 
tilly, and of the colossal fortune of the last 
of the Condes. Emperor Napoleon kept all 
hie most important papers at Coutts’ bank. 
so, too, did the late Emperor Frederick of 
Germany, while the late Prince Bismarck, in 
spite of his pronounced hatred for England, 
known to have sent all his private papers, 
ae well as a quantity of official documents, 
of which he desired to retain. possession, over 
to London for safe keeping at Coutts’ as soon 
as ever he realized that his dismissal was 
imminent. Indeed, it is known that his

towns and cities, who complain that the rural 
mail carriers have been acting as selling 
and delivery agents for the large mail order 
houses, which have largely benefited at the 
expense of the general public and to the 
great injury of the smaller merchants, who 
find their trade gradually slippping away 
from them. 

That these are largely justified 
there can be no doubt. It is admitted by the 
carriers themselves that they have largely 
added to their incomes by acting as agents 
for large city houses.

RUNS A COACH FOR PASSENGERS. 
There is published in Chicago a 


monthly journal cal the R. F. D. News 
— Rural Free Deliv News—and devoted 
entirely to the interests of the rural free de- 
livery carriers. As there are now 15,000 rural 
mail carriers, and as Supt. Machen predicted 
shortly before his suspension that within 
three years the number would be increased 
to 40,000, it will be seen that the field before 
the new paper is a large one. ' 

Here is part of a letter from a rural carrier 
explaining how he manages to add to his in- 
come: 

First, by selling papers; the average num- 
ber sold is from thirty to forty, or from 15 to 


20 cents profit a day. By haviné a clubbing 


list, thus furnishing patrons with all of their 
papers and periodical literature. By carry- 
ing bread for sale; you make 1 cent per loaf, 
the baker taking back what remains unsold; 
my sales are thirty loaves a day, and I carry 
crackers also. By carrying express packages 
for the express companies. I also carry pas- 
sengers at 2% cents a mils On my route I 
buy eggs in the season, getting about sixty 
dozen a day. These I ship or sell to local 
dealérs, making a profit of a cent or more a 
dozen. I also buy and sell butter. 

also do all sorts of errands for patrons, 
and the stores allow a cut rate, so I makea 
profit on both ends. I also have an arrange- 
ment with laundrymen by which I am allowed 
a commission of 25 per cent on all work I 
bring them. This brings in a nice sum each 
month.“ 

As a matter of fact, one reason why the 


“ side lines is the fact that the wages they 
earn from the government are so small. The 
highest paid rural carrier gets only $600 a 
year, out! of which he is obliged to keep a 
horse or two. The length of the average 
rural mail route is twenty-one miles a day. 
The average life of.a horse which is driven 
over all sorts of poor roads every day and in 
all sorts of weather is not more than four or 
‘five years, at the end of which time a new 
nag must be bought out of that $600. Mail 
carriers in the cities, it is pointed out, are 
paid from $800 to $1,000 a year and do not 
have to keep a horse. 

Under the law the carriers themselves are 
not allowed to take action looking to a raise 
in their pay, and that work has been attempt- 
ed by the new journal. 

There are some of the rural carriers who 
eke out their wages by accepting donations 
from their patrons along the road, who are 
willing to pay a little extra rather than have 
the service abandoned for lack of a man who 
is willing to do the work. 

A carrier who serves a rural route in South 
Dakota writes as follows: “I have a good 
route and the patrons are my friends. One 
of my patrons knew I had run badly behind. 
He pumped me one day about how I was 
getting along, and I told him a few things. 
Then he apparently got to work, for yester- 
day I got seventy-five bushels of oats and $6 
from one-half my route, and the other half 
has promised to do as well.“ 

It takes but a glance at the advertising 
columns of the R. F. D. News to show that the 
big mail order houses and large manufactur- 
ers are fully alive to the advantage of secur- 
ing the services of these 15,000 rural carriers 
as their soliciting agents.

Peter Paul Takes Sprint from 
Dick Bernard and Beats His 
Own Record. 


Au Revoir. G. C. Bennett's De Beauyoir—

Former Partner Says Late King of Chi- 
natown Had No Money — Books of 
Firm to Be Produced in Probate Court.

Mrs. Lillie Moy, the American widow of 
the late king, shook her blond head in de- 
nial and her blue eyes snapped with anger. 

Mrs. Moy’s evidence showed that Hip Lung 
had offered her $100 for her interest In the 
company and had later increased the offer 
to $200.
